He said it identified new- 
school construction, but not 
before existing schools get 
facelifts. 

“The board has made 


a decision, now for the 
second year in a row, that 
modernization or upgrades 
and meeting the needs of 
our aging schools is our 
No. 1 priority in the dis¬ 
trict,” noted Colburn, “but 
we certainly are saying in 
this capital plan that we 
acknowledge the need for 
new construction and we 
are making requests for 
new schools in areas where 
the need exists.” 

Along with Terwillegar 
Heights and Heritage Val¬ 
ley, areas prioritized for 
new public schools with 
funding approval include 
Lewis Farms (elementary 
school), Windermere (ele¬ 
mentary/junior high) in the 
second year and a mature 
neighbourhood (elementary 
school) not yet determined 
in the third year of the plan.

Douglas Myers began visiting 
the Stanley A. Milner Library 
last November to use a com¬ 
puter. 

After two weeks in detox 
because of a crack addiction 
and then selling his own com¬ 
puter to pay bills, the 35-year- 
old was looking for informa¬ 
tion and resources to change 
his life. 

Myers began by asking 
questions at the front desk. 

“Basically, my whole life 
I’ve been a non-member of so¬ 
ciety,” said Myers, admitting 
to a life of crime and drugs. “I 
wasn’t aware of what to do or 
where to go.” 

He was referred to an out¬ 
reach worker, of which there 
are two who began working 
at the library last summer. 

He said both helped him 
by listening and “showing 


basic humanity.” 

Specifically, Myers said 
outreach worker Jared Tka- 
chuk has helped him deliver 
gifts to his young daughter, 
make processes move along 
with his social worker, and 


even provided housing help, 
though he has a year-long 
term in a treatment facility 
right now. 

Since meeting Tkachuk, 
he said he now has someone 
to talk to about his feelings 


and fears — and his goals. 

“This outreach program is 
a big part of my sobriety right 
now,” said Myers. 

According to Tkachuk, My¬ 
ers knew what he wanted — 
he just needed direction on 


how to accomplish it. 

“He was in the middle of 
transitioning his life,” said 
Tkachuk. 

That life, from November 
to now, has done “a complete 
180,” said Myers. 


Outreach Program 


• Support. Project program¬ 
ming at the library includes 
a support group every 
Thursday called Friends at 
the Milner, weekly special¬ 
ists speaking about addic¬ 
tions and mental health, 
writing groups, legal- 
information series, youth 
programs and more. 


• Staff. Between the two 
employees, someone is at 
the library Monday through 
Saturday during the day and 
some evenings. 


• Funding. The program is 
a pilot with $ 600,000 in 
funding provided over three 
years, but library manager 
Virginia Clevette said there 
is already a mandate in 
place to continue it. 


• Inspiration. The program 
was inspired by those in 
Halifax and San Francisco. 


“For the first time in my 
life I have ID, I have a family 
doctor,” he said. 

“I love this building. With¬ 
out this building, I don’t 
think I’d be halfway to where 
I am right now.”

Things have changed at the 
Stanley A. Milner Library. 

The downtown Edmon¬ 
ton Public Library branch, 
used somewhat as a da 3 ftime 
shelter due to its location, 
hired outreach workers last 
year. 

One full-time and one 
part-time worker were hired 
in July following a provin¬ 
cial funding announcement 
in May. By October, things 
were in full swing. 

“I think the library feels 
calmer somehow,” said man¬ 
ager Virginia Clevette. 

That, she said, is likely 
due to a combination of 
things, including an easy 
winter. But when comparing 
incidents for which police 
had to be called, there was a 
36 per cent decrease in 2011 
from the year before. 

“Is that Jared? Is that just 
the changing community? I 
don’t know,” said Clevette. 
“But these people know they 
have an advocate.” 

Full-time outreach work¬ 
er Jared Tkachuk said he 
was aware of the situation at 
the downtown library — to 
a point. 

“I think I knew, but I 
didn’t know perhaps the 
extent,” he said. “The more 
and more I talk to people, 
the more I find out that this 
is where people identify as 
their safe place.” 



Many come to the library 
instead of accessing social 
services elsewhere, said Tka¬ 
chuk, estimating he meets 
with about 20 people each 
day. 

“We encourage the in¬ 
ner city community, and it’s 
OK,” said Clevette. “This is a 


public city space.” 

That, said Tkachuk, is 
key, as some public spaces 
see people hurried along. 

“The library is one of the 
last places you can come as 
you are and be as you are,” 
he said.

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Hammer blows, alleged rape

girl's killer tells a jury 
of horrifying events 
that took place in an 
Ontario farmer’s field 


Terri-Lynne McClintic has 
told a jury she’s the one who 
delivered what the Crown al¬ 
leges were the fatal blows to 
eight-year-old Victoria Staf¬ 
ford. 

McClintic testified Tues¬ 
day at Michael Rafferty’s 
first-degree murder trial in 
London, Ont., and detailed 
the events surrounding the 
abduction and death of the 
little girl. 

The Grade 3 student went 
missing outside her Wood- 
stock, Ont., school on April 8, 
2009, and the Crown alleges 
she died from multiple blows 
to her head with a hammer 
the same day. 

McClintic told the jury 
she struck Tori with the ham¬ 
mer “maybe three” times in a 
farmer’s field after a garbage 
bag was put over the girl’s 
head. 

McClintic, at times wiping 
tears from her face, told the 


court she saw Rafferty at¬ 
tempt to rape the girl before 
that, but didn’t “stay there 
and watch.” 

“1 can’t really give you 
play-by-play,” she said. 

McClintic did note that 
when she took the girl to use 
the washroom in the field, 
after Tori had been alone 
with Rafferty, she noticed 
blood in the snow. 

“I told her I was soriy. She 
told me just don’t let him do 
it again,” McClintic said. 

Rafferty has pleaded not 
guilty to first-degree murder, 
sexual assault causing bodily 
harm and kidnapping. 

McClintic pleaded guilty 
in 2010, to first-degree mur¬ 
der and is serving a life sen¬ 
tence. 

She told the jury Tuesday 
Rafferty wanted a “young fe¬ 
male, because the younger 


they were, the easier they 
were to manipulate.” 

She told the jury she 
lured Tori into Rafferty’s car 
with the promise of seeing a 
puppy. 

McClintic told the jury 
that when Rafferty said he 
intended to have sex with 
the girl she “didn’t want to 
acknowledge that.” 

“I remember him telling 
me to look for a spot. I said A 
spot for what?’ and he didn’t 
answer me,” she said. 

Court also heard that 
Rafferty began masturbat¬ 
ing as he pulled the car off 
a country road, and that 
once stopped in the field Mc- 
Clintic walked away because 
she “knew what was going to 
happen.” 

“I believed he was going 
to rape Tori,” McClintic said.

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Rae comes clean on Liberal robocalls

The Liberal party has given 
Elections Canada samples of its 
robocall messages and scripts 
for hve calls to voters during 
last spring’s election campaign. 

Interim leader Bob Rae says 
in a letter to the agency that 
the party has recordings of all 
its campaign robocalls and will 
make them available if needed 
for the investigation into al¬ 
leged vote-suppression tactics. 


And he’s calling on the Con¬ 
servatives to be equally trans¬ 
parent. 

Elections Canada is investi¬ 
gating thousands of complaints 
about fraudulent robocalls in 
which someone purporting 
to be calling on behalf of the 
agency misdirected voters to 
non-existent polling locations. 

The watchdog is also look¬ 
ing into harassing live calls that 
were purportedly made on be¬ 
half of an opposition party but 
that appeared aimed at alienat¬ 
ing that party’s supporters. 

Opposition parties accuse 
the Conservatives of master¬ 
minding a widespread, vote- 
suppression scheme since 
discovering that fraudulent 
robocalls in the hotly contest¬ 
ed riding of Guelph had been

Former 
Murdoch exec arrested in 
phone-hacking scandal 


Former News International 
executive Rebekah Brooks 
and her racehorse trainer 
husband Charlie were ar¬ 
rested Tuesday in dawn 
raids that also netted four 
other suspects in the spread¬ 
ing phone-hacking scandal. 

Police said the six people 
were arrested on suspicion 
of conspiracy to pervert 
the course of justice. The 
charge is an indication that 
investigators may be focus¬ 
ing on a possible coverup of 
the scope of phone hacking 
rather than the illegal hack¬ 
ing itself. 

It was the most arrests 
in a single day since “Oper¬ 
ation Weeting” — as the 
police investigation into 
phone hacking is known — 
began arresting reporters, 
senior news executives, po¬ 
lice officers and others sus¬ 
pected of criminal acts. 

Police said the suspects 
ranged in age from 38 to 49 
and that all but one were 
released on bail Tuesday 
evening after questioning. 
The Brookses are believed 
to be among those released 
on bail.

Lawsuit. Public knew 
risks of smoking: Former 
Imperial spokesman 


A retired tobacco spokesman 
told a historic civil trial Tuesday 
that his company was already 
imder fire in die 1960s over the 
potential health risks of smok¬ 
ing. 

Michel Descoteaux, who 
headed Imperial Tobacco’s 
public-relations department 
for more than two decades, 
said there was no point trying 
to argue against a public and 
media that wanted to hear one 
thing: that smoking was bad for 
you. 

Descoteaux was testifying at 


the start of a landmark class-ac¬ 
tion suit, the biggest civil trial in 
Canadian history. It pits Quebec 
smokers against Canada’s three 
biggest cigarette companies. 

Descoteaux said the evidence 
the company actually had in the 
1960s, gathered by company 
scientists and researchers, was 
that there was no link between 
smoking and public health. 

But he said the general pub¬ 
lic and news media dismissed 
such reports back then and 
demanded that the company

Union decries 
federal meddling 

The union representing mech¬ 
anics, baggage handlers and 
other groimd crew at Mr 
Canada says the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s decision to impose 
arbitration on its talks with 
the airline is eroding labour 
rights. 

“This will imdermine free 
collective bargaining and poi¬ 
son labour relations across 
Canada,” said Dave Ritchie, 
Canadian general vice- 
president of the International 
Association of Machinists and 
Aerospace Workers. 

Citing a need to protect 
the economy.

lisa Raitt proposed back-to- 
work legislation on Monday 
that would send the airline’s 
disputes with the 7\ir Canada 
Pilots Association and the 
machinists’ union to binding 
arbitration. 

Under the “final offer selec¬ 
tion” arbitration process, the 
union and airline will both put 
forward their best offer and an 
arbitrator will pick one. 

“Final offer selection does 
not allow the arbitrator to 
take into consideration any 
one item for which it would 
make sense to change on 
either side’s behalf,” Ritchie 
said. 

The pilots union and the 
machinists are the last two 
unions with which Mi Canada 
needs to reach an agreement.

The Roots aren’t known for sell¬ 
ing records.

Smoked salmon proves that fine 
dining doesn’t have to be difficult 


Risotto. This tasty 
Champagne Shiitake- 
Salmon dish is elegant 
enough to impress 
even the most picky of 
your dinner guests 


At your next dinner party, 
take the fine dining route 
by easily whipping up a din¬ 
ner that leaves your guests 
feeling like you’ve gone all 
out to prepare the perfect 
meal. 

The trick? Making sure a 
bit of bubbly is involved at 
every step of the process — 
beginning to end. 

This simple but richly 
decadent risotto studded 
with thinly sliced shiitake 
mushrooms and strips of 


smoked salmon will do it. 

A generous amount 
of sparkling wine added 
throughout the cooking 
process ensures the experi¬ 
ence is sophisticated. 

Don’t like bubbles? You 
can always substitute a dry 
Riesling. 

Don’t care for smoked 
salmon? Substitute small 
shrimp (and cook for an ex¬ 
tra 3 to 5 minutes, or until 
just pink and firm). 

Be sure to enjoy the re¬ 
maining sparkling wine 
when you serve up this ris¬ 
otto. 

I ln a skillet over medium- 
high heat, melt the but¬ 
ter. Add the onion and 
shiitake mushrooms; saute 
the veggies for about 4 min¬ 
utes. Add the rice and cook, 
stirring constantly, for 1

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) butter 

• 1 large onion, diced 

• 140 g (5 oz) shiitake mush¬ 
room caps, thinly sliced 

• 375 ml (1 1/2 cups) arborio 
rice 

• 550 ml (2 1/4 cups) dry spark¬ 
ling wine 

• 750 ml (3 cups) chicken 
stock or broth, warmed to a 


simmer 

• 1 ml (1/4 tsp) ground cin¬ 
namon 

• 2 ml (1/2 tsp) salt 

• 1 ml (1/4 tsp) ground black 
pepper 

• 250 ml (1 cup) freshly grated 
Parmesan cheese 

• 125 g (4 oz) smoked salmon, 
cut into thin strips 


minute. Add 250 ml (1 cup) 
of the wine and cook, stir¬ 
ring constantly, until com¬ 
pletely absorbed. 

2 Add half of the chicken 
stock or broth, stir sever¬ 
al times, then let it simmer 
until the liquid is nearly 
completely absorbed.

Have one of your guests 
bring a bottle of Domaine 
Carneros rose sparkling 
wine to serve with these 
fancy appetizers.

To make the zest, use a 
sharp citrus stripper to peel 
long strips from a lemon.

Oilers. 7ou’re a 
millionaire.... Suck it up 
and play hockey’ coach 
said after Monday's loss 


Reluctant to publicly criticize 
his team for the better part of 
two seasons despite mounting 
defeats, head coach Tom Ren- 
ney raised eyebrows when he 
lit into the Edmonton Oilers 
after a 3-2 loss to the San Jose 
Sharks on Monday 

Renney has always been 
mindful to put the process 
of rebuilding a team that has 
finished 30th the past two 
seasons on equal footing with 
results during a tenure as head 
coach that has produced just 
51 wins in 151 games. But he 
let the Oilers players have it 
after they opened a four-game 
homestand by losing for the 
eighth time in nine games at 
Rexall Place. 

While Renney’s players had 
their say in a meeting before 
practice Tuesday, the response 
that matters will come Wed¬ 
nesday against the last-place 
Columbus Blue Jackets. 

“My fmstration is that we 
don’t play to our potential,” 
Renney said when asked about 
Monday’s comments. “We 
didn’t last night. We can be a 
good hockey club. 

“We went out last night and 
played not to lose. Go play Go 
play, you know? Appreciate 
the experience and the oppor¬ 
tunity, those t 5 q)e of things. 
Play on your toes and not your 
heels. We can be a real good 
hockey club when we apply 
ourselves that way. 

“You can’t play in fear of 
losing. You’ve got to go play 
hard. The least you can do is 
just leave it out there.” 

Renney didn’t mince words 
Monday night after the Oilers 
(26-36-7) lost their fifth straight 
home game. 


Sidney Grosby is returning to 
new linemates and a new role 
with the NHL’s hottest team. 

But Pittsburgh Penguins 
coach Dan Bylsma still ex¬ 
pects to see the Grosby of old 
despite his current 40-game 
layoff and the 102 games the 
star forward has missed over 
two seasons because of con¬ 
cussion-related issues.

Bylsma said. “But I know how 
the guy plays.

You know how he’s going to 
be able to play down low with 
the puck, and you expect to 
see that player step on the ice. 
That’s a really good hockey 
player.

You can thank Giulietta for the 
soon-to-arrive 2013 Dodge Dart. 

No, Giulietta isn’t an 
automotive design studio, 
corporate executive or even 
a flavour of ice cream. It’s 
an Alfa Romeo automobile 
that’s the basis for a brand- 
new four-door compact sedan 
that wears the reconstituted 
Dodge Dart badge. 

The fact that both Ghiysler/ 
Dodge and Alfa Romeo are con¬ 
trolled by the vast Italy-based 
Fiat automotive group has 
ever 3 Ahing to do with the new 
Dart’s creation. Although the 
Dart and Giulietta share the 
same basic platform, the Dodge 
version is enlarged, gets its own 
sheetmetal (Giuhetta is hatch¬ 
back, after all) and interior. 

The engine selection is 
straight from Fiat. The Dart is 


also being built at a Chrysler 
assembly plant in Illinois with 
mid-2012 slated for the ofiScial 
coming-out party. 

Despite its Italian origins, 
the Dart looks like a full-fledged 
member of the Dodge family as 
the signature crosshair grille is 
framed by a mouth-agape grille. 

The Dart’s bold state¬ 
ment will be important since 
Ghiysler hasn’t had a compact 
sedan in play since the Neon 
back in 2005. Meanwhile, vir¬ 
tually every mainstream auto¬ 
maker has continued to offer 
trunk-lidded compacts, earning 
plenty of currency — both in 
dollars and brand awareness — 
in the process. 

That might explain why 
the Dart moniker has been re¬ 
turned from the 1960s and ’70s, 
when it was applied to a series 
of two- and four-door compact 
models. 

The Dart name will prob¬ 
ably resonate with older cus¬ 
tomers — who will either love 
or hate the idea of bringing it 
back — although many yoimg- 
er car buyers will likely miss 
the connection completely.

There’s an interesting stick¬ 
er on the rear side window 
of the Nissan Maxima that 
says “Four Door Sports Car.” 
Interesting, if nothing else 
— as ‘real’ sports cars usu¬ 
ally have two doors, weigh 
less than 3,600 pounds and 
can’t accommodate a family 
of four or five. 

At first, things look more 
stately and restrained than 


sporty. 

Maxima has no spoiler.

Turbocharged Fiat 500 Abarth is deliziosa

The first time a Fiat 500 got 
the Abarth treatment was 
back in 1958. At that time, 
Abarth was an independent 
tuning company, and not part 
of Fiat as it is now, and Gina 
Lollobregida was hard to ig¬ 
nore on the silver screen. 

Back then Abarth took Fi¬ 
at’s just-introduced, rear-en- 
gined mini-car, and recreated 
it as the Abarth 595 by raising 
the compression ratio on the 
479 cc engine, fitting a Weber 
carburetor, optimizing fuel 
and intake systems, and add¬ 
ing a full Abarth exhaust sys¬ 
tem. 

This doubled horsepower 
from 13 to 26! 

The Abarth 595 evolved 
into Abarth 695, and the 
spunky, little Fiats went on 
to claim 900 individual race 
victories by 1965. 

Fiat’s newest take on the 
“small but wicked” theme is 
the new 2012 Fiat 500 Abarth. 
Its turbocharged, 1.4-htre 
“MultiAir” engine is not quite 
double the output of Fiat 
500’s base engine (101 hp/98 
Ib-ft of torque), but a pretty 
decent upgrade. How about 
160 horses and 170 torques? 

Of course, the over-achiev¬ 
ing Fiat has more than just 
power to offer. The car has 
been lowered, big-wheeled, 
big-braked, stiffened and out¬ 
fitted with quicker steering 
and better suspension. It also 
belts out a gnarly wail, via its 
Abarth-tuned dual-exhaust 
system. 

The highlight of the inter-

ior makeover is the leather, 
fiat-bottom steering wheel 
— one of the nicest I’ve ever 
fondled. 

At the car’s recent press 
launch in Nevada, Fiat had 
no qualms about letting jour¬ 
nalists thrash them about 
the Spring Mountain Racing 
Facility. The Abarth took to 
the track like a C-list celeb¬ 
rity to a reality TV series, and 
it wasn’t nearly as temper¬ 
amental. In fact, it’s a very 
forgiving, and easy, car to 
drive quickly, making it ideal 
for anyone contemplating a 
first-ever track-day car, which 
you could also use every day 



as a cool, fuel-efficient street¬ 
car. Prices start at $23,995, 
and each one comes standard 
with a track-day experience. 

The Fiat 500 has been opti¬ 
mized as a space-efficient city 
car. Translation: its bulbous 
body, 64/36 front/rear weight 
distribution, and front-wheel 
drive, are not optimized for 
racy car activities. But that 
the racy transformation was 
done, an 3 Avays, is just an¬ 
other one of the charms of 
this engaging, hot-headed 
Italian. 

If you want one, don’t drag 
your feet. 


“We’ll sell everyone we 
can get,” says Ed Broadbear, 
VP of Marketing, Chrysler 
Canada. He half-jokingly add¬ 
ed that he’s got his fingers 
crossed that the Abarth flops 
in U.S., so more units can be 
diverted north. He’s already 
heard from many Canadian 
customers who got it bad for 
Abarth and can’t wait to get 
their hands on one. Its po¬ 
tential for future cult status 
has already been noted by 
Hagerty Insurance, who in¬ 
cluded the Fiat Abarth 500 on 
its current list of “Future Col¬ 
lector Cars Under $100,000.”

H 5 mndai’s Veracruz hit the 
Canadian market for the 
2007 model year with the 
goal of putting an afford¬ 
able luxury crossover on the 
scene for thousands less than 
a comparable machine from 
Germany or Japan. 

As the range-topping ute 
from the Korean automaker, 
Veracruz offered up top 
levels of comfort and style, 
alongside a competitive war¬ 
ranty and honest pricing. 

Most X5 and ML shoppers 
weren’t likely cross-shopping 
H 5 mndai dealers — though 
the Veracruz effectively put a 
world-class crossover within 
reach of many Canadians. 



O All models got a 3.8-litre V6 
with 260 horsepower and a 
six-speed automatic transmission. 
Most had AWD, though a lower- 
priced, front-drive Veracruz was 
available — depending on the year. 


O Owners say a combination of quality, 
styling, interior appearance, safety 
ratings and a great driving position 
attracted them to the Veracruz, while attract¬ 
ive pricing and H 3 mndai’s warranty coverage 
helped seal the deal. 


Complaints include limited 
third-row seating space, which 
is a standard gripe in most 
three-row crossover models. Some 
owners do report a rough or jarring 
ride, particularly on models with lar¬ 
ger wheels and on rougher roads. 



Common Issues 


Some owners have reported 
problems getting the ke 3 ffob 
to open the power tailgate, 
a CD player that won’t eject 
discs, or a faulty ‘resume’ 
button for the cruise control 
system. Ensure these features 
all work properly — and 
check the automatic climate 
control, air conditioner, en¬ 
tertainment console, power 
seats and all lights, too. 

Check the taillamps for 
signs of cracking, and note 
that driveabihty issues relat¬ 
ed to the engine in terms of 
‘sputtering’ or lumpy power 
delivery are likely caused by 
failing oxygen sensors. 


Verdict 


Though information is some¬ 
what sparse, the Veracruz 
looks to be a solid performer 
with no systematic or glar¬ 
ing problems reported by 
its small but largely-happy 
owner community. Opt for 
as new and low-mileage a 
unit as your budget allows, 
maximizing your protection 
from H 3 mndai’s warranty. 


Click the cap to keep 
your fuel system happy

There are two things to re¬ 
member when filling up your 
car; tighten the fuel cap imtil 
it clicks, and don’t top off the 
tank. Both of these are import¬ 
ant because of your vehicle’s 
emissions system, which helps 
to keep unbumed gasoline 
vapors from escaping and pol¬ 
luting the air. 

“The fuel system is a closed 
system so that vapors don’t 
escape,” says John-Paul Farag, 
manager of advanced technol¬ 
ogy and powertrain for Toyota 
Canada. “The clicks (on the fuel 
cap) ensure that you have a 
nice, tight seal.” 

If the cap isn’t sealed tightly, 
special sensors will detect the 
pressure loss and can alert you 
by illuminating the “check en¬ 
gine” light on the dash. 

“It’s not necessarily some¬ 
thing wrong with the engine,” 


Farag says. The light could 
mean that a loose gas cap is 
setting off a sensor that’s mon¬ 
itoring the emissions controls. 
Some vehicles have a specific 
warning light for a loose cap. 

If your check engine fight 
comes on, try tightening the 
cap. If that was the cause, it will 
probably go out after you’ve 
stopped and started the igni¬ 
tion several times. A light that 
stays solid is often minor, but 
if it hashes, it’s usually some¬ 
thing more serious that could 
leave you stranded. 

At the gas station, your 
vehicle works with the pump 
to automatically shut off the 
fuel. 

“If you look at the fuel pump 
nozzle, it usually has a curled 
piece of metal or a small hole 
beside the large hole where 


the fuel comes out,” Farag says. 
Once the tank is full, a filler 
valve in the vehicle sends a 
little bit of air or liquid back to 
the nozzle, which prompts it to 
shut off. It’s important not to 
keep pumping a little more in. 
The car’s emissions system con¬ 
tains a charcoal canister — as it 
sounds, a small tank filled with 
charcoal — which captures 
stray gasoline vapors in the 
system. Every so often it purges 
itself, sending these raw vapors 
into the engine to be burned 
off. Topping off the tank could 
send liquid fuel into the canis¬ 
ter, which can damage it. 

Overfilling can also cause 
fuel to pour back out of the 
tank, wMch can mark the paint 
and expose you to dangerous 
fumes — not to mention the 
waste to your wallet. 
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A whole lot of green?

A socially responsible luxury 
car nudging $170,000 might 
seem like a contradiction. 
Maybe even an impossibility. 
You might even laugh at the 
notion. 

But apparently rich people 
also want to feel a bit better 
about the dent they’re putting 
in Mother Nature’s front bump¬ 
er. At least that’s Bentley’s spin 
on the new two-door Contin¬ 
ental GT V8 that drops foiu 
pistons from the program and 
picks up 40 per cent fuel econ¬ 
omy wMle giving up very httle, 
if an 3 nhing, when it comes to 
performance and luxury. 

That might be what a 
Bentley customers considers 
a “green” solution, but the 
bottom hne is that it’s still a 
500-horsepower twin-turbo¬ 
charged 2,300-kilogram coupe 
with all-wheel-drive, and to 
literally drive home the real 
pirrpose, the Bentley PR team 
scheduled an afternoon of hot 
laps around the nearby Circu- 
ito de Navarra. Here, fuel econ¬ 
omy and social responsibility is 
the furthest thing from every¬ 
one’s mind. 

The new V8 engine gives 
away 67 horsepower but just 
29 pound-feet of torque to the 
12-cylinder model while the 
absence of four cylinders pro¬ 
vides a weight saving of 25 kilo¬ 
grams over the front wheels 
and 50 overall. More import¬ 
antly, the Continental’s weight 
bias has shifted to a more bal¬ 
anced 51/49 front/rear ratio 
compared to the 54/46 for the 
12-cylinder car. 

On the track and the nearby 
two-lane highways, the V8 feels 
lighter on its feet, which makes 
the car more composed and re¬ 
sponsive when cornering. The 
big coupe really does go where 
it’s pointed with minimal ob¬ 
jections from the front suspen¬ 
sion. 

Bentley’s stopwatch num¬ 
bers indicate a zero-to-60 
m.p.h. (96 km/h) time of 4.6 
seconds for the V8, barely two- 
tenths slower than the 12-cylin- 
der car. In addition, the car’s 
claimed 188 m.p.h. (301-km/h) 
top speed is 16 km/h slower 
than its stable mate, not that 
that really matters to the vast 
majority of buyers who will 
seldom travel at even half that 
speed.

The raspy-soimding 4.0-litre 
V8 was jointly produced with 
VW’s Audi division, where its 
derivatives are installed in the 
R8 sports car and S8 sedan. 
However, Bentley took its own 
path in developing the en¬ 
gine’s innards, including the 
addition of cylinder deactiva¬ 
tion that shuts down half the 
pistons imder light- or no-load 
conditions to reduce fuel con¬ 
sumption. Another fuel-saving 
measure is the eight-speed 
automatic transmission (two 
more cogs than the 12 cylinder) 
that comes with manual shift 
controls plus its own separate 
coolant circulation system. 

If you’re into spirited driv¬ 
ing, or a track day, make 
certain you select the virtu¬ 
ally fade-proof carbon-ceramic 
brake-pad option for the mas¬ 
sive 16-inch front and 13-inch 
rear rotors. 

Visually, the V8 distin¬ 
guishes itself from the current 
GT with its front air dam and 
matte-finish mesh-type grille. 
Yes, it’s a subtle difference, but 
is more in keeping with the 
coupe’s sporty character. Also 
noticeable are the distinctive 
standard and optional 20-inch 
wheels and the front and rear 
winged Bentley logo with a red 
backgroimd. 

The Continental GTV8 joins 
the 12-cyhnder model in North 
America later this summer and 
wiU be joined by a GTC convert¬ 
ible. That model wiU have light¬ 
er and softer steering that one 
Bentley spokesman says will 
better fit the higher percent¬ 
age of women buyers looking 
for more luxury than sporting 
flair. 

V8 pricing hasn’t been 
established just yet, but ex¬ 
pect the coupe to start in the 
$215,000 range. 

Socially responsible? That 
depends on which end of the 
buying spectrum you’re com¬ 
ing from. 

Tooling around the Span¬ 
ish countiyside in both models 
gives one pause as to how the 
car might be received in a land 
where one-quarter of its work¬ 
force is unemployed. However 
those concerns were dispelled 
while rumbling through one 
village, where an elderly gent 
raised his cap at the passing 
parade of opulence and with 
a broad smile bowed in salute. 

It might not be a Prius, a 
Volt or a Leaf, but the Contin¬ 
ental GT V8 is a car that deliv¬ 
ers driving passion, luxury and 
prestige to a select group of 
buyers who can also feel a bit 
better about their choice.
